He urged that Christ runs be more 
consistent in their lives. 
He deplored 
that the average attendance at prayer 
meetings was a disgrace to church 
people. 
"You have let 
lodges and 
clubs come between you and your duty 
to God. 
The closer to God you get, 
the less you need these.” 
Mr. Oliver dwelt at length on power 
of thought over life. 
"Thought not 
only affects your life, but those about 
you. 
The science of telepathy is no 
longer a theory. 
If a man lives in a 
low atmosphere, hi> thoughts become 
low and vile.” 
He said there was 
great power in unity 
of 
thought, 
whether for good or evil. 
"Thoughts 
will condemn or commend our souls to 
the God above. ”

300 IMMIGRANTS PERISH 
IN WRECK OF STEAMER 


Cartagena, Spain, Aug. fi. — A teiri- 
ble marine disaster occurred Saturday 
evening off Cape Palos. The Italian 
steamship Sirio, from Genoa foe Bai- 
celona. Cadiz. Montevideo and Buenos 
Ayres, with about JUDO pt ‘sons on board, 
was wrecked off Hormigas Island. 
Three hundred emigrants, most of 
them Italians and Spaniards, 
were 
drowned. 
The captain of the steamer commit­ 
ted suicide, 
The Bishop of San P dro, Brazil, also 
was lost, and ii is said hat another 
bishop is among the missing. 
The remainder of mu* passengers and 
I officers and crew got away in the ship’s 
boats, or were rescued by mer is of 
boats sent to them from the sh ire. 
A number of fishermen, who made 
attempts at rescue, were drowned. 
Those rescued from the vessel are now 
at Cape “ains in a pitiable condition, 
being without food or clothing. 
The Sirio s ruck a rocky reef known 
as Bajost Hormigas, and sank st on 
a tor. 
Hormigas Island lies about i ,vo 


and a half miles to the eastward of 
Cape Palos. 
The Sirio was owned by the N’aviga- 
zione Italians, of Genoa. 
Before he 
committed suicide the captain doc la red 
the steamer had bid passengers on 
board, and that her crew numbered 127 
men. 
I he Sirio had 570 passengers 
when leaving Genoa, but additional 
Spanish passengers were Tker.

It took effect on December 25, 1890, 
and its provisions are so stringent that

I time, have acknowledged that it is a 
better law and more stringent than 
any proposed since that time.

islature of 1903 had under discussion 
what was believed to be a very strict 
anti-trust law, but all attempts to pass 
it died when the law of 1890 was un­ 
earthed and read by one of the mem­ 
bers. 
It proved to be far more string- 
j ent than the one under discussion,

The only question as to this law ap­ 
plying to the railroads, is whether or 
not freight rates constitute a commod­ 
ity. 
If they do constitute a commodi­

THE CAMERA FIEND. 


Man Was Not Satisfied with Ordinary 
Amusement Like Taking 
Pictures, 


A well-known criminal lawyer one 
day sauntered into a police court just 
as a case was called. It appeared that 
the defendant had no attorney, and 
the judge glanced about the room to 
see whom he might assign to the case. 
“I’ll take it judge,” the late comer 
Said, wishing to pass away the time.

“He’s a camera fiend of the worst 
■ort, Mr. Brown,” the 
judge

months,”

Send a man to the rock pile for three 
months for a little harmless amuse­ 
ment like taking pictures?”

Then it is very simple, and costs lit­ 
tle time and trouble. 
The collector should provide him­ 
self with a tin botanical box, or, lack­ 
ing this, with several dozen sheets of 
soft, thick, unglazed wrapping paper, 
and two boards for covers. The paper 
and the boards 
should 
bo 
several 
inches larger than the book in which 
the specimens are to be preserved, ad­ 
vises the Chicago Inter Ocean. 
As each specimen is gathered, place 
it between two sheets of the paper, 
being careful to make it lie in a 
natural position. 
When the collector 
reaches home, he should transfer the 
specimens to fresh sheets 
of paper, 
placing several sheets between them, 
and when they are thus placed, one on 
top of the other, they should be weight­ 
ed down with anything convenient, say 
books, or heavy 
boards, 
or 
even 
stones. 
They should remain thus weighted 
for from 24 to 4S hours, and should 
then be removed to fresh sheets of pa­ 
per, and he packed and weighted down 
as at first, allowing them to stay so 
for another period of from 24 to 48 
hours. 
The paper used in the 
firsf 
packing may be dried and used again. 
When the specimens are taken from 
the second packing, they should be 
mounted 
or 
fastened 
on 
separate 
sheets 
of paper 
for 
preservation. 
There are several ways of doing this. 
One way is to gum down the whole 
flower or leaf, but a better way is ta 
fasten it in place by putting narrow 
bands of paper over parts of it. 
By 
the last method it is possible, if de­ 
sired. to remove the specimen to a 
fresh sheet of paper. 
The specimens may be mounted in 
a scrapbook, or the separate sheets 
may be kept in a box of proper size; 
if the latter, a light weight should be 
kept on them. 
A bit of camphor in 
the box will preserve the specimens, 
but better still is it to open and ex­ 
amine them now' and then, so 
that 
they may get air. No specimen should 
be put away until it is perfectly dry, 
or it will mold. 
On each sheet containing a specimen 
should l)e written the name of the 
flower or leaf, with the place where it 
was obtained, and the date.

'The rain came just as the crowd was 


assembling: at the tabernacle yesterday 
for the morning- service. On account 
•of this the congregation repaired to the 
Baptist church. 
The house was well 


-filled and a most delightful service was 
had. 


Mr. Oliver's subject was "The Shadow 


Life." 
"By shadow, I mean influ- 


ence," said Mr. O"ver- He asked the 
Christians how their shadows were af- 
fecting the sinners about them. He 
urged the Christian to live a life that 
would be an influence for good to the 
ungodly. Your influence will meet you 
on the day of judgment. 
"What 


will business men think when they 
meet young men on the day of judg- 
ment who have been influenced by their 
.acts? I would that your shadow stood 
for personal piety. All men have in- 
fluence. Time is going to prove that a 
life spent in sin is not only a squan- 
dered life, but one spent in open rebel- 
lion against God. 


He urged that Christians be more 


consistent in their lives. He deplored 
that the average attendance at prayer 
meetings was a disgrace to church 
people. 
"You have let 
lodges and 


clubs come between you and .your duty 
to God. The closer to God you get. 
the less you need these. 


Mr. Oliver dwelt at length on power 


of thought over life. 
"Thought not 


only affects your life, but those about 
you. The science of telepathy is no 
longer a theory. 
If a man lives in a 


low atmosphere, his thoughts become 
low and vile." He said there was 
great power in unity 
of 
thought, 


whether for good or evil. 
"Thoughts 


will condemn or commend our souls to 
the God above.'' 


The Afternoon Service. 


A great crowd heard Bro. Oliver at 


the afternoon meeting for men. His 
sulject was Hit story of the prodigal 
son. and the opinion is unanimous that 
this lecture was one of the most bene- 
ficial and elevating ever heard in the 
ei.y.

Some of you are hiding behind a refuge 
of sin and serving the devil." 
He said 


men were selling their souls—some for 
money, some for political patronage, 
others for satisfaction of the lust of 
the body. 
"The light shows a man up. 


A criminal hates the light. 
Some men 


won't come to these services because 
they can't face the light of the truth. 
Light on the conduct of the insurance 
companies sent one of the presidents to 
his grave. Light in the face of the 
guilty condemns. Many men shun the 
truth. They refuse to study the word, 
and rebel against its teachings." 
, Mr. Oliver attacked the idea that 
living up to lodge vows wouid save a 
man. "There is not a lodge on earth 
that will justify man on the judgment 
day." He gave testimony of a Master 
Mason who declared that 
there is 


nothing in Masonry that would justify 
a man before God. 
"It will not take 


the place of the blood of Jusus Christ." 


Bro. Oliver said we hear of heath- 


ens in China and other foreign lands, 
but we also have them in our very 
midst.

IN WRECK OF STEAMER 


Cartagena, Spain, Aug. 6.—A terri- 


ble marine disaster occiured Saturday 
evening off Cape Palos. The Italian 
steamship Sirio, from Genoa for Bai- 
celona, Cadiz, Montevideo and Buenos 
Ayres, with about SJ)0 pe.-sons on board, 
was wrecked off Hormigas Island. 


Three hundred emigrants, most of 


them Italians and Spaniards, 
were 


drowned. 


The captain of the steamer commit- 


ted suicide. 


The Bishop of Sun Pedro. Brazil, also 


was lost, and it is said that <>m>ther 
bishop is among the missing. 


The remainder of the passengers and 


officers und crew got away in the ship's 
boats, or were rescued by me;1.'.is of 
boats sent to thorn from the shore. 


A number of fishermen, who made

Those rescued from the vessel are now 
at Cape i'alos in a pitiable condition, 
being without food or clothing.

The only question as to this law ap- 


plying to the railroads, is whether or 
not freight rates constitute a commod- 
ity. If they do constitute a commodi- 
ty, then a railway company may be 
punished under its provisions on the 
matter of freight rates, pooling and 


other mr.tti rs of discrimination. 
The 


1S90 law provides penalty for combin- 
ing tii restrict competition in business, 
holds companies liable for violations by 
their officers, provides that, money paid 
by innocent parties to companies vio- 
lating the law may be recovered, and 
places th" responsibility upon county 
attorneys to prosecute violations. The 
penalty for the first violation is a fine 
of not less than $50 nor more than $600, 
and for the second offence a fine of 
double the amounts for the first offence 
and also the forfeiture of its corporate 
rights.

The socialistic theory is that wealth 
ought to be distributed according 
to 


needs, or according to some 
similar 


plan arranged beforehand, and inde- 
pendently of the individual ability tc 
acquire wealth in the rough-and-ready 
struggle of life. 
The democratic, 
or 


liberahstic, 
theory 
is 
that 
wealth 


ouyht to be distributed according to 
productivity, usefulness, or Worth.

venir* of * Vacation—How They 


May Be Preserved. 


No prettier or more pleasure-giving 


vacation spent at the seashore or In 
the country could be found than a spec- 
imen book filled with dried flowers, 
leaves and seaweeds, and the work of 
gathering and preparing them would 
amuse the most Indifferent boy or girl. 
Then It la very simple, and costs lit- 
tle time and trouble. 


The collector should provide him- 


self with a tin botanical box, or, lack- 
Ing this, with several dozen sheets of 
soft, thick, unglazed wrapping paper, 
and two boards for covers. The paper 
and the boards 
should 
be several 


Inches larger than the book In which 
the specimens are to be preserved, ad- 
vises the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


As each specimen is gathered, place 


It between two sheets of the paper, 
being careful to make It He In a 
natural position. 
When the collector 


reaches home, he should transfer the 
specimens to fresh sheets 
of paper, 


placing several sheets between them, 
and when they are thus placed, one on 
top of the other, they should be weight- 
ed down with anything convenient, say 
books, or heavy 
boards, 
or 
even 


stones. 


They should remain thus weighted 


for from 24 to 4S hours, and should 
then be removed to fresh sheets of pa- 
per, and be packed and weighted down 
as at first, allowing them to stay sc 
for another period of from 24 to 4S 
hours. 
The paper used in the flrsf 


packing may bo dried and used again 


When the specimens are taken from 


the second packing, they should be 
mounted 
or 
fastened 
on 
separate 


sheets 
of paper 
for 
preservation 


There are several -ways of doing this 
One way is to gum down the whole 
flower or leaf, but a better way is ta 
fasten it In place by putting narrow 
•bands of paper over parts of it. By 


1 the last method it is possible. If do 
| sired, to remove the specimen to a 
fresh sheet of paper. 


The specimens may be mounted In 


' a scrapbook, or the separate sheets 


may he kept In a box of proper size; 
if the latter, a light weight should be 
kept on them. A bit of camphor in 
'the box •Mil preserve the specimens, 


but better still is it to open and ex- 
amine them now and then, so that 
they may get air. No specimen should 
be put away until it Is peifectly dry, 


i or it will mold.

On each sheet containing a specimen 


, should be written the name of the 


* flower or leaf, with the place where it 
was obtained, and the date.

assembling at the tabernacle yesterday 
for the morning- service. On account 
•of this the congregation repaired to the 
Baptist church. The house was well 
-filled and a most delightful service was 
had. 


Mr. Oliver's subject was "TheSUndow 


Life."

Light on the conduct of the insurance 
companies sent one of the presidents to 
his grave. 
Light in the face of the 


guilty condemns. Many men shun the 
truth. They refuse to study the word, 
and rebel against its teachings." 
, Mr. Oliver attacked the idea that 
living up to lodge vows would save a 
man.

Cartagena, Spain, Aug. 6.—A terri- 


ble marine disaster occiured Saturday 
evening off Cape Palos. 
The Italian 


steamship Sirio. from Genoa for Bai- 
celona, Cadiz, Montevideo and Buenos 
Ayres, with about Sf)0 pe.-sons on board, 
was wrecked off Hormigas Island. 


Three hundred emigrants, most of 


them Italians and Spaniards, 
were 


drowned. 


The captain of the steamer commit- 


ted suicide.

less a niggardly paymaster of its high- 
est officers. For a large share, indeed 
for most, of the minor positions in the 
government service the 
payment is 


adequate. The earnings of the clerks 
in Washington and of most of the men 
on the civil service lists compare fa- 
vorably with those of men doing sim- 
ilar work for private employes. But 
for the president, vice president, mem- 
bers of the cabinet and of the supremo 
court, the circuit court judges, am- 
bassadors and ministers, and many of 
the higher officers at Washington and 
in the slates the compensation is not 
only inadequate to the demands of tho 
places they occupy, but is notoriously 
less than men of equal ability receive 
in private life. 
The word "compensa- 


tion" is used advisedly, for it includes 
not only tho salary which goes with 
these offices, but the h.-nor which at- 
taches to them. 
Both together are 


still inadequate payment. The desire 
to preserve that "republican simplic- 
ity" which has always been an Amer- 
ican ideal is the main obstacle to the 
raising of official salaries. 
Many per- 


sons t':ul to consider that for one who 
can afford it. liberal expenditure is 
not necessarily a sign either of ex- 
travagance or of luxury; and that 
with nations, as with individuals, tho 
scale which is just and proper in the 
day of small things may be a measure 
of unseemly parsimony when the cir- 
cumstances have changed.

distributed as it now is, there is still 
a wii'.e diversity of 
opinion, 
wheio 


there is any definite opinion at all, as 
to how it really ought to be dit-tribu 
tod. 
These opinions, may. however, be 


reduced to three 
fundamentally 
dis- 


tinct theories, which I shall call the 
aristocratic, the socialistic, 
and 
the 


democratic, or 
liberalistic, 
theories. 


The aristocrat to theory is 
that 
the 


good things of the world belong more 
particularly 
to 
certain 
groups 
or 


classes than to others, by virtue of 
some circumstance connected 
with 


their birth or heredity, and independ- 
ently of their individual achievements. 
The socialistic theory is that wealth 
oiif;ht to be distributed according to 
needs, or according to some 
similar 


plan arranged beforehand, and inde- 
pendently of the individual ability tc 
acquire wealth in the rough-and-ready 
struggle of life. 
The democratic, 
or 


liberahstic, 
theory 
is 
that 
wealth 


out;ht to be distributed according to 
productivity, usefulness, or Worth.

ABOUT PRESSING FLOWERS 


Rreoced Flowers Ar» Pleasant Sou- 


venir* of A Vacation—How They 


May Be Preserved. 


No prettier or more pleasure-giving 


vacation spent at the seashore or in 
the country could be found than a spec- 
imen book filled with dried flowers, 
leaves and aeaweeda, and the work of 
gathering atid preparing them would 
amuse the most Indifferent boy or girl. 
Then It is very simple, anU costs lit- 
tle time and trouble. 


The collector should provide him- 


self with a tin botanical box, or, lack- 
ing this, with several dozen sheets of 
soft, thick, unglazed wrapping paper, 
and two boards for covers. The paper 
and the boards 
should 
be several 


inches larger than the book in which 
the specimens are to be preserved, ad- 
vises the Chicago Inter Ocean. 


As each specimen is gathered, place 


it between two sheets of the paper, 
being careful to make it lie in a 
natural position. 
When the collector 


reaches home, he should transfer the 
specimens to fresh sheets 
of paper, 


.placing several sheets between them, 
and when they are thus placed, one on 
top of the other, they should be weight- 
ed down with anything convenient, say 
books, or heavy 
boards, 
or 
even 


stones. 


They should remain thus weighted 


for from 24 to 4S hours, and should 
then be removed to fresh sheets of pa- 
per, and be packed and weighted down 
as at first, allowing them to stay so 
for another period of from 24 to 48 
hours. 
The paper used in the flrsf 


packing may bo dried and used again. 


When the specimens are taken from 


the second packing, they should be 
mounted 
or 
fastened 
on 
separate 


sheets 
of paper 
for 
preservation. 


There are several ways of doing this. 
One way is to gum down the whole 
flower or leaf, but a better way Is ta 
fasten it In place by putting narrow 
'bands of paper over parts of It. By 
tlio last method It is possible, if de- 
sired, to remove the specimen to a 
fresh sheet of paper. 


The specimens may be mounted in 


a scrapbook, or the separate sheets 
may be kept In a box of proper size; 
if the latter, a light weight should be 
kept on them. A bit of camphor in 
the box •will preserve the specimens, 
but better stiH is it to open and ex- 
amine them now and then, so that 
they may get air. No specimen should 
be put away until it is peifectly dry, 
or it will mold. 


On each sheet containing a specimen 


should b« written the name of the 
flower or leaf, with the place where it 
was obtained, and the date.
